New drive planned in Cambodia 


SAIGON (UPI) — 
The South Vietna­ 
m ese Army sent 7,000 more men into 
Cambodia as reinforcements for a new 
drive 
today 
against 
a battalion of 
Communist 
troops holding the Mekong 
River 
town 
of Tonle Bet. 
It brought 
to nearly 
60,000 the number of Allied 
soldiers in Cambodia. 


Military sources reported the entry 
of additional government troops into the 
Cambodian 
offensive 
as 
South Viet­ 
nam ese 
spokesmen 
were saying their 
troops 
were 
under 
no obligation to 
come back home by June 30, President 
Nixon’s 
deadline for the removal of 
U.S.. GIs. 


“ On 
several 
occasions, 
President 
Nguyen 
Van Thieu and Vice President 
Nguyen Cao 
Ky have said we will stay 
in Cambodia 
as long as our presence 


is necessary,” one of the spokesmen 
said.

Military spokesmen 
said a total of 13 GIs were killed and 14 
wounded

South Viet­ 
nam ese 
losses 
have 
been 
placed 
at abou 600 dead and 
2,000 wounded, 
with Communist 
casualties estimated 
at 8,500 killed. 
The 
new

Vietnamese drive 
to rescue 
Tonle 
Bet 
involved 13,000 
of the estimated 
47,000 goverment 
troops in Cambodia, 7,000 of them 
the 


new 
reinforcements 
shipped in espe- 
cially for the relief attempt. 
Field 
reports 
said the column of 
tanks and men was pushing northward 
up the Mekong River and had closed 
to 
within 
12 m iles 
of Tonle Bet, 
50 m iles north of Phnom Penh and 64 
m iles from the Vietnam border.

have been 
unable tc 
dislodge

But he reiterated

would 
get no U.S. 
‘ logistical 
support 
and air support.” 
Bartch would not go SO far as to Say 
that the I nited States was “ encourag­ 
ing” South Vietnam to keep its troops 
in Cambodia. However, he said, U.S. 


ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker 
would 
consult with South Vietnamese leaders 
"to clarify 
their intentions 
regard- 
ing any possible 
future operations 
they have in mind.” 
The State Department, bartch said, 
agrees with Defense Secretary 
Melvin 
R. Laird that it would “ be a mistake” 
to set 
a firm timetable for South Viet- 
namese 
withdrawal from 
Cambodia. 


It was obvious from 
various admiiv 
istration 
statements 
that 
the United 
States 
had changed its attitudes some- 
what on South Vietnamese 
operations 
after 
vmerican troops pull out of Cam­ 
bodia. 


Nixon 
on May 
8 acknowledged the 
South Vietnamese did not have the same 
pullout 
deadlines” as the .Americans. 
But, 
tie said, ” 1 would expect that the 


South Vietnamese 
would come out ap­ 
proximately 
at the same time that we 
do, because when we come out, out log­ 
istical support and air support will a Iso 
come out with them.” 
Bartch 
reaffirmed that U.S. air sup 
port for the Cambodians 
would end 
dune 
30, but at the White House, Press 
secretary 
Ronald I. Ziegler left open 
the possibility that it might continue. 
Administration officiaLs said private­ 
ly they thought the South Vietnamese air 
force would be capable of supplying the 
support needed by the Saigon 
ground- 
force after Junde 30.

Vice 
Pre.Mdent 
Nguyen 
Cao Ky said flatly 
that his country intended to keep in Cam­ 
bodia 16,000 of the 40,000 troops it now 
has there.

The Lebanese government said today 
Israeli guns firing into Lebanon in retal­ 
iation for the Arab guerrilla ambush of 
a 
school bus have killed 13 civilians 
and wounded 
32, many of them womeu 
and children. 
An announcement 
from Beirut said 
the Israelis opened up on four Lebanese 
border 
settlem ents after the ambush 
Friday killed 11 Israelis, eight of them 
school 
children, and wounded 21, two 
of them not expected to live. 
Israeli 
military 
headquarters de­ 
clined 
to confirm or deny the Beirut 
report» “ I have no comment to make,” 
an official spokesman said. 
Lebanon 
said the retaliatory Israeli 
barrage 
began 
at 8:30 a.m. Friday, 
25 minutes after the ambush, and lasted 
live 
hours. UPI correspondent Peter 
D. Lynch 
spent three hours in the bor­ 
der region during that time and report­ 
ed no such barrages. 
Beirut’s 
report came as Isareli offi­ 
cials from Premier Golda Meirondown 
were 
vowing 
revenge 
for the border 
ambush, blaming the Lebanese govern­ 
ment for harboring the guerrillas. Le­ 
banon’s president, Charles Hclou, dis­ 
cussed the border crisis with his cabi­ 
net Friday night. 
“ The arm 
of the Israeli 
defense 
forces 
is long,” Israel’s 
deputy pre­ 
m ier, 
Yigal 
nllon, told mourners at 
the funeral for the ambush victim s. “ It’s 
blow is devastating. Those responsible 
for 
this 
bloodbath will not get a way 
with it.” 
The wails of mourners alm ost drown­ 
ed out Alton's speech* “ Revenge . . 
vengeance . . . We know the Arabs, they 
only understand the arm of force,” they 
shouted. 
‘ The 
Lebanese 
government . . . 
bears 
full responsibility for this mur­ 
d er,” Allon said, 
Mrs. 
Meir 
told the nation 
in a 
r adio 
broadcast: 
“ /vS 
long 
as the 
Lebanese 
government evades 
respon­ 
sibility for what is happening 
in 
her 
territory . . . the Israeli 
governm jnt 
will maintain its right to defend, with all 
the means at its disposal, 
its towns, 
villages, cities and citizen s.” 
The implication was clear thit south­ 
ern Lebanon 
was in for another retali­ 
atory strike of the kind Israeli armored 
forces 
staged for 
32 hours 
May 12 
and 13. Thi raid was condemned by the 
U.N. 
Security Council, 
whose 
m*ro- 
bers threatened undisclosed sanctions 
if it happened again. 


A communique 
from 
the Lebanese 
government to the I nited 
Nations fob 
lowing the ambush blamed the Israelis 
in part for encouraging the Arab guer­ 
rilla 111uvern nt by not accepting pales-

Agnew 
verbally blasted 
the news 
media, 
rioting students and the facuP 
ty he said supports 
them, and “ tire 
isolationists in the Senate.” 
“ I have an obligation to ail of the 
people of the United States to call things 
as I see them, and I have an obligation 
to the President to support his actions 
in the best manner Out I can,” he said. 
I choose my 
own 
words, and I set 
the tone of my speeches. And 1 intend 
to be heard above the din even if it means 
raising my voice.” 
Outside the hotel 150 persons quietly 
picketed in protest 
against Agnew and 
the Nixon administration. 
Agnew did not restrict his attack on 
the news media 
to the “ Eastern intel­ 
lectuals.” He cited specific examples 
of “ liberal 
Hews 
media in this coun­ 
try” .uid two of Uiem were from the South 
— the Atlanta Constitution and Uie Ar­ 
kansas Gazette.

He singled for attack the Washington

winning cartoonist Herbtock, The New

is, Tom Wicker md James Restou, the 
New Republic, I.F. 
Stone’s bi-weekly, 
Life magazine 
and its 
“ expert on the 
presidency — or I should say it’s lead­ 
ing expert, 
Hugh Sidey,” md the New 
York Post 
nd its writers Pete Hamill 
and Harriet -an Horne. 
He said until 
these newsmen “ cool it,” he won’te itb 
er, 


I can »ssure you that some of these 
pundits make my rhetoric seem tame,” 
he 
said at a $50G-a-plate fund raising

I here are people who never 
tire

Fourth D istrict Supervisor F rancish ! 
Beattie and Sgt, Bill Kelley, commander 
of the Lompoc 
substation, 
said state- 
ments of som e candidates that there was 
no deputy protection from 2 a.m. to 8 
-cm ., 
were b^sed on outdated and in­ 
accurate information. 
Kelley 
said there was a thret>month 
period beginning in September 
when 
there were no patrols from 2 to 8 a.m., 
but there were always 
two deputies 
on 
call at home ready to take to their 
patrol cars in an em ergency. The shorw 
age of manpower was caused by avacan- 
cy in the substation and by the tempora­ 
ry 
absence of one deputy who was at­ 
tending school, he Said. 
Since that time, according to Kelley, 
the substation has provided 
24-hour 
protection 
seven days a week, with at 


least one, 
tw om m patrol, and during 
peak 
hours that run from 8 p.m. Fri- 
dayuntil 2 a.m ., Monday, two or more, 
twt>m m patrols. 
Kelley Said that on occasion the sub­ 
station will have three or 
even four, 
twom an patrols, depending oncircum*’ 
stances. 
I he 
substation 
has nine sworn per­ 
sonnel 
including Kelley. Kelley concert- 
ed that the substation could be “ thin” 
in term s of manpower in the event that 
a deputy should be out sick at the same 
tim e, that 
another 
deputy' might be on 
vacation. Even at that he said, the su b 
station “ would do the 
best” 
it could 
to cope with em ergencies. In extreme 
cases the substation can call on Lompoc 
Police 
Department or on substations 
in Solvang or Santa Maria, 
the 
sub 
station 
also lu.s six reserve deputies 
who can be called on. 
Kelley 
has asked for 
four 
more 
personnel 
including 
another detective 
and three 
more deputies. Beattie said 
“ we’re attempting to get 
at least that 
many more officers.” 


Kelley said the Lompoc substation’s 
geographic 
jurisdiction “ is just too 
large 
to handle with the present com­ 
plement of officers, and it would be too 
large even with three or four more per­ 
sonnel.” The area policed by the sub 
station 
reaches southwest 
to Jalum a 
Beach, 
northeast to Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
base 
main 
gate, north over 
the top of Harris Gr .de, 
east to the 
point where Highway 
246 becomes an 
undivided 
highway, and southeast »long 
Highway 
1 to a point a mile north of 
Las Cruces. 
Some 
candidates have reportedly tP 
leged that tire Valley had no protection 
during a six-hour 
period beginning at 
2 a.m ., based on the situation that exisP 
ed 
last fall, Kelley said. He said one 
candidate put out the statement and it 
was apparently picked up by some of the 
other candidates. “ It was an unusual 
situation and it hasn’t existed 
in that 
way since then,” he said.

second year on death row today 
as questions were raised about 
the state of his mind. 
One of his attorneys said he 
seemed to be suffering from 
severe 
mental 
illness. 
San 
Quentin prison officials disa^ 
greed, maintaining he had not 
been affected mentally by the 
solitude forced upon him for his 
ouTi protection. 
Russell 
Parsons, 
one 
of 
Sirhan’s defense attorneys dur­ 
ing his trial for the slaying of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy June 5, 
1968, said Friday he visited 
Sirhan last week and found him 
“ quite disturbed." 
The attorney said he talked 
at length with the assassin, 
“ and I am convinced he is 
severely mentally ill.” 
However, associate warden 
James Park said Sirhan ap­ 
peared 
to 
have 
the 
same 
mental outlook he brought with 
him to the grim prison “ row” 
on May 23,1969. 
“ He doesn’t like the condi­ 
tions of his confinement, and he 
is never going to like them," 
Park said. “ I wouldn’t like 
them either.’’ 
But the warden said Sirhan is 
segregated from the 63 other 
death row inmates for fear one 
of the other condemned men 
migjit 
kill 
him 
to 
gain 
notoriety. 
Park 
said 
when 
Parsons 
visited Sirhan 
last week the 
two got Into a “ tremendous 
argument about something.’’ It 
was so loud it attracted the 
attention of guards. 
The associate warden said 
Parsons is not now representing 
Sirhan in his appeal for a new 
trial 
but 
represented 
him 
during 
his 
first 
trial. The 
assassin is also involved in 
litigation over a book about his 
case.

'Goodie' Knight was popular governor, with both parties 


INGLEWCX)D 
(UPI) - For­ 
mer California Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight, a pc^ular and color­ 
ful campaigner whose political 
career was intertwined with 
those of Richard M. Nixon and 
Earl Warren, is dead at the 
age of 73. 
Knight died Friday at Daniel 
Freeman Hospital. Doctors said 
the immediage cause was listed 
as pneumonia but added Knight 
had 
suffered a long illness 
which includes diverticulitis, an 
inflammation of the intestines. 
He 
was 
an 
eloquent 
and 
colorful campaigner out of the 
old 
school 
of back-slapping 
politicians, affectionally called 
“ Goodie." Knight, a Republi­ 
can, was popular with both his 
own 
party 
and 
Democratic 
colleagues. Both houses of the 
state legislature adjourned Fri­ 
day afternoon in his memory. 
In a statement from Washing­ 
ton, President Nixon said “ his 
distinguished contributions to 
good government in the state of 
California 
and 
his 
devoted 
service to its people will long 


serve as a fitting memorial to 
him." 
He was elected Lieutenant 
Governor in 1952 on a ticket 
headed by Warren and i 
ed 
the 
governorship 
when 
President 
Dwight 
D, 
Eisen­ 
hower appointed Warren Chief 
Justice of the United States in 
October, 1953. 


In 1958, then Sen. William 
Knowland, the Republican mar 
jority leader decided to seek 
the GOP nomination for gover­ 
nor although Knight had in­ 
tended to seek re-election. 
Knight was persuaded to let 
Knowland 
run 
for 
the post 
while he sought the senate seat. 
His supporters charged that 
Nixon, 
then 
vice 
president, 
brought pressure on Knight to 
make the switch.

The switch turned out to be a 
debacle for the Republicans, 
with both Knight and Knowland 
losing as Democrat Edmund G, 
“ Pat" Brown won the governor­ 
ship and the late Claire Engel 
the Senate seat. 
After Nixon lost the presiden­ 
cy to John F. Kennedy in 1960, 
he attempted a comeback in 
California in 1962, running for 
the GOP gubernatorial nominas- 
tion.

who voted for it - New Or­ 
leans’ Archbishop Philip Han- 
non 
replied: “ We were con­ 
cerned 
only with a statement 
— not political action.’’ 
Bishop 
Raymond 
Gallagh­ 
er, of the Dioceses of l^afayet- 
te, 
Ind., and chairman of the 
committee which prepared the 
anti-abortion statement, added: 


“ We have no desire 
to effect 
a legislative 
program in this 
regard.’’ 
When asked if the Bishops’ 
resolution favors prohibition of 
all presently 
legalized abor­ 
tions, even in cases where preg­ 
nancy 
and giving birth pose a 
threat to the mother’s life, he 
answered: “ We would 
recog­ 
nize existing legislation.” 
Bishop 
Gallagher was also 
questioned 
about his commit­ 
tee’s statement that “ the U.S. 
Bill of Rights 
guarantees the 
right of life to every American” 
- in light of the 14th Amend­ 
ment’s

hair-raisers

liberalization. 
For one day after the Bishops’ 
statement, 
Oregon 
Senator 
Robert 
Packwood proposed 
legislation which will allow any 
woman in the U.S. to have an 
abortion 
for any reason, pro­ 
vided it is performed 
by a 
•licensed physician. 
Recurrent polls, and legis­ 
lation 
in a number of states 
indicate that the hypothetical 
term “ unborn 
child” is no 
longer 
taken 
seriously —or 
at least not nearly so serious­ 
ly as the tragic 
actuality 
of 
women being forced to produce 
unwanted children.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.— (N E A )—At the very moment full­ 
back Robert Holmes lunged to earth, on a soggy green spot 
in Tulane Stadium, while the clock high above was running 
down to 00:00, a comely young lady named Gerre Ann 
Sprague started pounding the back of His Honor, the mavor 
of Kansas City, Mo. 
Lustily, so that His Honor, Hus Davis, remembers the 
whacks, as well as the moment. 
“ Do you realize,” squealed Gerre—wham! bam!^—“ the 
Chiefs are now champions of the whole wide world’’ “ 
Wince. Smile. Yes, the mayor realized it and still does 
more than four months later. If he needed to be reminded 
of the fact, N F L Film s provided a memory jogger by per­ 
petuating on film the galvanic scenes of that high achieve­ 
ment, the 21-7 Super Bowl triumph of the Kansas City 
Chiefs over the Minnesota Vikings. 
His Honor, the mayor, and a select group from half a 
million Kansas Citians were privileged to relive the su­ 
preme moment at a mini-world premiere the other night 
that had everything from klieg lights to red carpels to 
steer-fed local high school belles in drum majorette minis 
The film, unfortunately, didn’t show Gerre Ann physically 
anointing His Honor because all the cameras on that .Janu­ 
ary afternoon in New Orleans were pointing toward the 
field. But Gerre Ann, who has a provincial interest in the 
Chiefs since she adorns one of their secretarial chairs, had 
an ample stand-in for conveying the spirit of the moment. 
His name is Henry Stram, and he coaches the team from 
the sidelines, generally in a bright red vest and a shiny, 
slightly askew nose.

The very first thing the president of 
the typical university does, upon an­ 
nouncing that henceforward ROTC stu­ 
dents will receive no academic credits, 
is to assure his audience that the deci­ 
sion of the faculty was reached with­ 
out any thought to the political situation 
absolutely none at all. 
That is of course sucker - bait, and the 
presidents know it, but they have become 
so much accustomed to dissimulation 
which they practice upon the alumni as if 
they had Ph. D.’s 
in the subject, that 
they 
can manage to keep straight faces 
while saying such crooked things. Sure 
anti-Vietnam 
sentiment had nothing to 
do 
with 
deciding to 
drop 
RCTC credits, 
and 
the 
New Hamp­

Lyndon Johnson’s re­ 
tirement. Sure, ROTC 
doesn’t warrant aca­ 
demic respectability,

taught - shouldn’t ROTC 
training earn 
credits? 
It

some of that. But much т э г е is the 
classroom work. Now if the classroom 
work 
is unimaginative, and consists 
only in the rote-learning of drill man­ 
uals of one sort or 
another, then ob­ 
viously 
academic 
credits 
are not in 
order. 
But 
if that is the case, one wonders 
why the administration and faculty voted 
to 
give credits to ROTC in the first in­ 
stance? 
It 
is 
not widely known that 
ROTC 
appears on campus 
not 
be­ 
cause the Pentagon, 
at some point in 
the past, 
dispatched a military expe­ 
dition to the local college, posting non- 
negotiable demands. A contract is ne­ 
gotiated and signed, and these contracts 
have called for the granting of academ­ 
ic credits. If university 
officials 
did 
not take the trouble to ascertain that the 
ROTC staff would devise a curriculum 
of academic consequence, then the der­ 
eliction is the university’s. 
Or 
are they saying that there is no 
body of knowledge presentable 
by 
an 
ROTC ? 
That would be a strange posi­ 
tion to take, 
particularly 
by those 
militants who hug to their bosom the 
collected works of Mao Tse-tungandChe 
Guevara and the gang, on the tactics and 
psychology 
of guerilla 
warfare. If 
there is a body of knowledge to revolu­ 
tion, surely there is a body of knowl­ 
edge to counter-revolution? 
Why, 
if 
the subject is academically jejune, do 
we acknowledge 
the “ science” of war­ 
fare? What of the related paramilitary 
subjects, 
concerning which some of 
the most Interesting 
theorists of hu­ 
man 
behavior have addressed 
them­

diplomacy, 
public 
psychology, 
propaganda, and the rest? 
Is it idle to study military history"

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
What we have been looking at in the 
past few weeks —probably more clearly 
than ever before in his long public career 
- is the purest Richard Nixon. 
I mean to say much more by that than 
simply to endorse the 
P resident’s own tele- 
^ 
v i s e d assertion, 
/ 
backed up by the find- 
f 
ings of diligent re­ 
porters, that he alone 
made the decision to 
send 
troops 
into 
Cambodia to assault 
a 
Red sanctuaries. 
* 
There is nothing 
new at all about U.S. 
presidents making basically military de­ 
cisions or operating as their own sec­ 
retaries of state. They know, and com­ 
monly accept, that the big burden of 
judgment is theirs. 
What is possibly unique about Richard 
Nixon is not his heavily stressed reli­ 
ance upon his own judgment but the mag­ 
nitude of his distrust in others. 
One reason so much has been made 
of his seeming dependence upon the ad­ 
vice of Attorney General John Mitchell 
is that he is one of the few in Nixon’s 
hierarchy who could be detected in any 
kind of continuing relationship with the 
President. 


But I have it from a closely attuned 
Nixon - watcher that Mitchell’s role in 
key decisions of many sorts probably has 
been grossly overplayed and that the at­ 
torney general almost surely was telling 
it straight when he told some stu­ 
dents he had little to do with the Cam­ 
bodia decision. 
None of this means Nixon does not con­ 
sult. 
Of course, he confers with mili­ 
tary and foreign policy advisers, though 
probably with far fewer than some presi­ 
dents have done. But the evidence is 
that their judgments have a much sm all­ 
er place in the “final mix” than might 
be the case with someone other than 
Nixon. 
Surely this whole town — and by now 
the nation - knows that the President 
keeps not only his good friend, Secretary 
of State William Rogers, in the dark on 
impending decisions, but a wide range of 
lesser, yet important, foreign affairs 
specialists. 
Absolutely astounding 
is 
the word 
that Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird, 
on the eve of the announcement, was un­ 
aware the President was about to fix a 
150,000 troop withdrawal figure for next 
day. 1 his is far more revealing than 
the evidence that Laird expressed res­ 
ervations about the Cambodian undertak­ 
ing. F or Laird has long been presumed 
to be in intimate understanding with the 
President on the political necessity for 
troop withdrawals and a winding down of 
our role in Vietnam. 
When confidences are not exc hanged at 
the crucial moment of decision, it sug­ 
gests 
more than some notion about a 
need for “secrecy.” It suggests the Pres­ 
ident ’s unwillingness to test his rndg- 


ment in the still smoldering fires 
doubt among his aides. 
Here his much - advertised pencha 
for “working isolation” has a maj< 
bearing. 
It is easy to pass off his habit i 
sequestering himself with yellow pad ai 
pencil as a wise means of buying “thii 
tim e,” and to argue that Americans cou: 
not care less 
how he works so long a 
the results are productive in the fielc 
of policy and action. 
But one perceptive Nixonite believes 
and he is persuasive, that Nixon use 
the “isolation” device to wall himse 
off from the emotional content which ma 
infuse the judgements of people he migl 
see in person. He wants to weigh thei 
arguments coldly from a sheet of paper 
Is there a paradox in this? I seem t 
be saying he distrusts the judgment: 
of others, yet fears to hear them be 
cause they might be persuasive. 
Both things, I think, may well be true 
I he President unmistakably believes h< 
has “strong points” — a grasp of for 
eign affairs is one, of politics another 
Moreover, he wants to be perceive< 
by the nation and the world as strone 
not weak. 
Nevertheless, in the view of at least i 
few of his associates and watchers, Nix- 
on lias a shaky, soft inner core. Even as 
he distrusts astonishingly the judgments 
ot others, he distrusts his own capacity 
to resist them in personal confrontation. 
So he has set a new record for not 
talking to his cabinet — and many with­ 
in the White House itself. 
And from this shakiness, deep-rooted 
comes a strange blend of boldness and 
caution which plagues him now more 
than ever in his public life.

He judged that her re­ 
covery was already 60 or 70 
per cent complete.

Lompoc Sing-Out 


Planting fences 
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By their very nature, fences 
increase 
the 
awareness of 
what’s 
planted against them. 
They serve as a backdrop for 
some of the garden’s most re­ 
warding effects. 
While shrubs in other parts 
of the garden may recede into 
the depths of greenery, against 
a fence they are prominently 
displayed. In selecting shrubs, 
it is important 
to insure that 
this prominence is accorded 
those plant materials which ben­ 
efit by it. 
The form and structure of 
shrubs planted against a fence 
or wall are all important. Tall 
shrubs with an open pattern of 
growth are more desirable in 
most cases than tall shrubs 
which grow into dense masses 
of foliage. They permit the fence 
to show itself as a continuous 
unbroken line. 


Some top choices include the 
Bottle Brushes, Twisted Juni­ 
pers, Xylosma 
and Pineapple 
Guava. 
Besides their upright 
growth, the Bottle Brush pro­ 
vides 
loads 
of red blooms 
throughout the year. The Twist­ 
ed Juniper has gained its fame 
because of the columnar, twist­ 
ing growth, and dark green fo­ 
liage. 
Xylosma 
has 
appeal­ 
ing apple green pendulous fo­ 
liage which is a lovely addition 
to the garden. Pineapple Guava 
is erect-growing. 
It has beau­ 
tiful waxy red and white blooms 
followed 
by tasty and edible 
fruit. The foliage is a gray- 
green. 
Among 
the 
gray-foliaged 
shrubs there are several to con­ 


sider for planting in the fore­ 
ground of fences: 
The shrub- 
type 
Eucalyptus 
(such as E. 
rhodantha 
which has carmine 
blooms); 
Feathery 
Cassia, 
with 
needlelike 
foliage and 
yellow 
flowers; 
and Jack- 
nife 
Acacia, 
with saw-tooth 
leaves. The Eucalyptus 
has 
large, 
semi-oval foliage; the 
Acacia boasts yellow flowers. 
All will create an interesting 
pattern against a fenc.. 


With 
smaller 
shrubs, 
the 
open pattern is less important, 
but form is still a matter of in­ 
terest. 
Chartreuse-like 
Gold 
r °ast Juniper and other dwarf- 
type Junipers, Heavenly Bam­ 
boo, 
Oregon 
Grape and New 
Zealand 
Flax 
are all well- 
adapted. 
Bloom 
should have a high 
priority 
for planting a fence, 
Camellias, 
Rhododendrons, 
Azaleas and Fuchsias are per­ 
fect for shaded and semi-shad­ 
ed areas. In the sun, use Ros­ 
es, Hibiscus, tall Bearded Iris 
and Bird of Paradise. The flow­ 
ers are even more outstanding 
with a fence to backdrop them.

A recent article in Coin 
World disclosed a major er­ 
ror on Atlanta Federal R e­ 
serve District $1 notes of the 
1969 series. M ism atched se ­ 
rial num bers. The illustra­ 
tion above has been specially 
prepared to accentuate the 
num bers involved in the m is­ 
take. 
Previously 
k n o w n 
m is­ 
m atches often com m and pre­ 
mium prices only because 
the off-registry is detected 
before too m any have passed 
the inspector. But in this 
case the difference was not 
noted in tim e and an unde­ 
term ined num ber of Atlanta 
$1 notes w ere placed in cir­ 
culation. They are just now 
beginning to show up. 
A collector’s value is yet 
to be determ ined but a case 
in point is the 1957 Silver 
Certificate with m ism atched 
num bers. At present, it has 
an 
uncirculated 
catalogue 
value of $39.50 for a $1 note 
and there were 10,000 error 
pieces printed in that series. 
So far, the error seem s to 
be lim ited 
to those 
notes 
bearing the Atlanta District 
letter (F ) and the number 
<6). The letter is located in 


the large district seal above 
the left-hand serial and the 
n u m b e r is repeated four 
tim es on 
the field of the 
note. 


This colum n would appre­ 
ciate knowing whether or not 
any of these bills are actu­ 
ally found by readers. In the 
m eantim e, we will m ake e v ­ 
ery effort to keep abreast of 


the pricing developm ent and 
when a value has been fixed 
for m ism atched notes in any 
condition, it will be passed 
along.

Golden Spike Driven 101 Years Ago: 
Historic Utah Site Draws Rail Buffs

It was a year ago that the 
Golden Spike was driven for 
the second time. That was 
the 
centennial. 
Even 
so, 
there’s still a good reason to 
plan to stop at Promontory, 
Utah, if taking a summer 
tour 
anywhere 
near 
Salt 
Lake City. 


Those 
wh o 
missed 
the 
celebration in 1969 are wel­ 
come at the Golden Spike 
National Historic Site and 
there is much to see. 


It marks, of course, the 
point of meeting between the 
Central Pacific, started in 
Sacramento, Calif., and the 
Union Pacific, started from 
Omaha, Neb. 


Construction on the trans­ 
continental r a i l r o a d was 
hard to get started. 


From groundbreaking in 
1863 until 1865 neither end 
showed more than 50 miles 
of track laid. Great blocks 
of federal land along the 
right-of-way and other in­ 
ducements finally got the ac­ 
tion going. 


It was about as hard to get 
it stopped. It took an act of 
Congress, four years later. 
The grading crews of the two 
companies had passed each 
other and prepared paraUel 
routes for about 100 miles. 
Two men, one in the East 
and one in the West, had 
been important instruments 
in getting the road built. 
Visitors at a small histor­ 
ical museum in New York 
state can trace one of them. 
In the village of Fishers, 
N. 
Y., 
15 miles east of 
Rochester, 
is 
located 
the 
Ghost 
City 
of 
Valentown 
Museum. Its steady stream 
of visitors becomes a torrent 
during one week of the year 
when the spectacular Mor­ 
mon 
Pageant 
(this 
year, 
Ju ly 27-Aug. 1) draws thou­ 
sands to nearby Hill Cum- 
orah. Most museum visitors 
learn for the first time about 
a resident of the area, Dr. 
Hartwell Carver, who has 
been called the “ Father of 
the Pacific Railroad.” 
Starting in 1828, he fore­ 
saw the need for such a link 
and began an active cam­ 
paign to promote the idea. 
This was 
remarkable 
be­ 
cause the Erie Canal had 
just opened the way to the 
“west” in 1825. Neverthe­ 
less, Carver took time from 
his career as a surgeon to 
write to newspapers and to 
importune Congress. 


His reward came 43 years 
later, 
in 
1871, 
when 
the 
Union Pacific gave him a 
grand tour across the nation 
with 
banquets 
and 
cere­ 
monies all the way to Cali­ 
fornia. 


There was no such recogni­ 
tion 
for 
the 
West Coast 
counterpart of Carver. This 
man’s b u r n i n g obsession 
with the need for a railroad 
eastward across the Sierra 
Nevadas 
f r o m 
California 
brought him 
the derisive 
nickname of “ Crazy Judah.” 
He was an obscure civil en­ 
gineer, real name Theodore 
Dehone Judah, and was suc­ 
cessful in p u r s u i n g his 
dream—to a point. He in-

terested 
f o u r 
prosperous 
Sacramento 
merchants 
in 
the project and the Central 
Pacific Company was born 
as a result. 


His reward? When the suc­ 
cess of the company was as­ 
sured, he was squeezed out. 


A visit to the Golden Spike 
Historic Site Visitors’ Center 
at Promontory, Utah, where 
it all came to a climax, can 
make those wild and prepos­ 
terous 
days 
c o m e 
alive 
again. There are railroad ex­ 
hibits on display, including 
replicas of the laurel “ last 
tie,” the spike and the maul 
used to drive it. Because 
photographic cameras had 
been perfected in the 1860s 
and recorded the struggle to 
build the right-of-way, the 
photographic 
displays 
are 
engrossing.
